Thank you for your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request dated February 20, 2012. Your request was received in 
our office on February 27, 2012. 

Although the FOIA stipulates a response to your request in 
20 days, in "unusual circumstances" an agency can extend the 
twenty-day time for processing a FOIA request if it informs the 
requester of why it needs the extension and of when it will make 
a determination on the request. The FOIA defines unusual 
circumstances as (1) the need to search for and collect records 
from separate offices; (2) the need to examine a voluminous 
amount of records required by the request; (3) the need to 
consult with another agency or agency component and rely upon 
them to locate and review these records. Records responsive to 
your request are not located within the Freedom of Information 
office and we must search other offices and consult with agency 
components. We will notify you of an anticipated date for a 
final determination as soon as we can make such an estimate. 

If you are not satisfied with this action, under 32 CFR 
§701.12 (a), you may appeal the extension of the statutory twenty 
days for processing your request by writing to:

Your appeal must be postmarked within sixty calendar days 
from the date of this letter. A copy of your initial request and 
this letter must accompany the appeal. The appeal should be 
marked "FREEDOM OF INFORMATION APPEAL" both on the envelope and 
the face of the letter. In order to expedite the appellate 
process and ensure full consideration of your appeal, your 
appeal should contain a brief statement of the reasons you 
believe this initial decision to be in error.
